Detail of Proceedings.

Thirty Days Allowed in Which to File

MANDERSON ON TRUSTS. 

The American Bar association met at 
Buffalo yesterday. The annual address 
was delivered by Acting President Ménder- 
son, who once represented Nebraska in the 
United States Senate. Two of the topics 
discussed by him—the Philippines afd the 
trusts—are of interest to laymen as well 
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as to lawyers. . 


Regarding the Philippines Mr. Mander 
son said that the American government has 
proceeded upon the lines of a principle 
recognized and acquiesced-in_by all civilized 
powers. Nothing stands in the way of an 


government but insurrectionists in arms, 


revolutionists in battle array, é@ncour- 
aged in their rebellion by political theorists 
who would if they could adopt a policy not 
only utopian but emasculating, ohe that 
would make the great republic a weakling 
to be flouted at and scorned by the pow- 
ers.“ The duty of this country, séys Mr. 


Manderson, is to put down the revolt, and 
then with kindly guidance lead the Filipinos 
to self-government. If a separate autono- 
my can be had for the islands, and he hopes 
it may be, he is sure Congress will grant it. 
But the first thing to do is to put down the 
insurrection. | 

Mr. Manderson speaks more cleariy about 
the Philippines than about the trusts. He 
admits that evils exist needing legislative 
correction—that such wrongs as bvercap- 


italisation and monopolistic tendencies lead- 


ing to the destruction of fair competition 
démand remedies, but he suggests no spe- 
cific remedy. The legislative difidulty, he 
says—and it may be Mr. Mandersen’s diffi- 
culty—is to draw the line that should di- 
vide the objectionable trust or monopoly 


that defies the natural laws of tréde from 
the desirable corporation, or the concentra- 
tion of capital productive of good results.“ 


Mr. Manderson sees in concentration “ the 
order of the day,” dwells on all that has 
been accomplished through those artificial 
persons called corporations, and asserts 
that no more disastrous calamity ould be- 
fall the country than the destriiction of 
corporate interests honestly capitalized and 
legitimately managed. 

He admits that there are many (orporate 
ventures which are behaving —— He 
wants to pull up these tares withoft pulling 
up the wheat also. Hence he wants the 
subject handled cautiously and) soberly, 
without unreasoning denunciations and 
furious hostility.

M. Bertillon asserts that it is just as 
much every man's duty to contribute to 


the perpetuity of his country as it is to 
defend it. This is a moral truth which 
he says the French have forgetten. Then 
he lays down the “self-evident principle 
that the bringing-up of a chil should be 
considered a form of tax payment. The 
payment of a tax is the 
pecuniary sacrifice for the benefit of the 
whole nation. This is what the father 
accepts who rears a child,” A family to 
be acquitted of the tax shonld fear at least 
three children. The family which does not 
rear that number fails to ise sufficient 
sachifices upon itself for ature of the 
nation and should pay damages for it. The 
man who rears more than three children, 
imposes supplementary burdens upon him- 
self for which he should be re, need. 

Families of more than three children form, 
only one-sixth part of the wh¢le. To clear 
the former from liability for taxes it is 
enough to charge the less fruitful five- 
sixths with supplementary takes of 20 per 
cent.

A DEAL WITH CANADA. 

If the modus vivendi between the Do- 
minion and American governments, out- 
lined in a Washington dispatch in yester- 
day's Tripune can be secured, well and 
good. The alleged temporary agreement is 
to provide for the occupation by the Cana- 
dians of a port on the Lynn Canal until the 
boundary. question is finally settled. The 
United States can afford to concede that 
much. Canadian white pine lumber, not 
dressed, is to be admitted free into the 
United States, That will cheapen lumber 
and save the rapidly disappearing Amer- 
ican forests. The New-Englanders are to 


| have absolutely free access to the Cana- 


dian fisheries. That ought to please them. 
Nova Scotia coal is to be admitted free into 
New England, and in return Western bi- 
tuminous coal is to be admitted free into 
Ontario. Thatis genuine reciprocity. And 
perhaps England may agree to the modifica- 
tions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty which 
have been desired by the United States. 

As the story comes from Washington, the 
Canadian members of the Joint High com- 
mission are not to consent to this arrange- 
ment until the Dominion October elections 
are over. That will give Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier an opportunity to make a jingo cam- 
paign and to appeal to the voters to stand 
by him in his patriotic efforts to obtain for 
Canada every inch of territory to which she 
is entitled. Then, when the elections are 
over, he is to declare_his willingness to 
make that temporary arrangement already 
described. This part of the story is rather 
fishy. 

It would be better to settle once for all 
the disputed points between the United 
States and the Dominion, the Alaskan 
boundary included. If that cannot be done, 
a modus vivendi which shall last for a year 
or more is desirable. Neither party will 
lose any rights thereby,. and if the tem- 
porary arrangement works satisfactorily it 
can be made permanent. If not, it can be 
ended. 


NEW PHASE OF THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 

Two weeks ago Senator Tillman de- 
nounced publicly some South Carolina 
whitecaps who had been flogging inoffensive 
‘blacks and driving them out of the country. 
He said to the meeting he addressed: Go 
kill the Tolberts [white Republicans], but 
don’t abuse the poer innocent black 
wretches.” He warned his auditors that 
the Yankees who wanted to cut down their 
representation in Congress were watching 


them. In a speech at a farmers’ institute 


last week the Senator said he had been 
asked recently in North Carolina what he 


| thought was the solution of the race prob- 


lem. He had answered “the shotgun,” 
and he had not changed his opinion. 

The Senator did not say the shotgun rem- 
edy was to be used against whites as well 
as negroes, and his hearers did not take it 
that he meant to be so understood. He 
meant the blacks alone. The Senator’s 
plea for “the poor innocent black 
wretches ” has been commented on sharp- 
ly by ex-Senator M. C. Butler, who sneers 
at Tillman as “ the guardian of the negro.” 
Evidently the latter feels he must prove 


to his constituents that he is still loyal to 


the white man. 

General Butler explains how it came 
about that the whitecap outrages denounced 
by Tillman were committed. The blacks 
who suffered had committed no crimes. 
They had not ventured to play at politics. 
Their offense was successful competition 
with white labor. General Butler calls on 
Senator Tillman to put himself in the 
poor white man’s place, and work in com- 
petition with negro labor at $5 a month, 
a peck of meal, and three pounds of bacon 
a week.” All his life General Butler has 
contended that the men employed in the 
manufacturing industries of the North 
should be exposed to the competition of the 
cheap labor of Europe. He is not willing 
that the poor whites of South Carolina shall 
be exposed to the competition of the blacks 
of that State. He is somewhat incon- 
sistent. 

This complaint of his about cheap black 
labor tends to support the charge that the 
negroes who were whipped by the white- 
caps were paying for the lands they rented 
prices which the shiftless poor whites can- 
not afford to pay, and that the latter want 
to drive out those more thrifty negroes in 
order that they can have “ access to the 
land.” 

South Carolina is not the only State where 
there are some whites who are less thrifty 
than some blacks, and therefore not quite 
able to compete with them. If those blacks 
aré to be whipped and driven off because 
they are thrifty and work for low wages 
what is to become of them? Whether 
vicious or industrious, the negroes are 
made to suffer. If it is true, as General 
Butler contends, that the blacks must be 
driven out because they work for low 
wages, then there is indeed an insoluble ra 


problem. 7

INTERCHANGEABLE: TICKETS. | 

Commercial travelers are agitating for a 
uniform interchangeable mileage ticket or 
book, which shall be receivable by all rail- 
road companies in the country. Ata dele- 
gate meeting on Saturday, alleged to repre- 
sent 75,000 of these salesmen, the matter 
was discussed and referred to a committee. 

Not only would the public welcome such 
a ticket, but the idea is plainly a feasible 
one, provided a uniform rate of fare could 
be established, or, indeed, provided a mini- 


lar additional cash payments on roads 
charging a higher rate. A uniform ticket, 
bearing the name of the selling company, 


would be sold by all companies; the cou- 


pons would be marked by the company hap- 
pening to take them up, and these would 
then constitute the evidence of debt and 


the companies, after the manner of similar 
traffic adjustments at present. 

It is interesting to note that precisely. 
this arrangement has for years existed, 
under specific direction of Congress, be 
tween the street car companies of Washing- 
ton, D. C. All companies issue uniform 
tickets, at the rate of 6 for 25 cents, and 
each is required to receive any of these 
tickets tendered by a passenger, whatever 
company may have sold them. Periodic 
settlements are then made between the 
different companies. The advantages of

Emperor William has just conferred a 
decoration upon Colonel Hermann Brandeis, 
and by so doing has exposed himself to the 
likelihood of receiving, if not official pro- 
tests on the part of the United States gov- 
ernment, at any rate expressions of III will 
on the part of the American people. For 
Colonel Hermann Brandeis, who is an of- 
ficer of the reserve forces of the German 
army, has been serving for several years 
past in the Spanish army and held a com- 
mand in the Spanish forces in the Philip- 
pines with the rank of Colonel. Indeed, he 
was the principal officer in charge of Llollo 
at the time of its fall, and distinguished 
himself quite as much by his animosity 
against the insurgents as against the Ameri- 
cans. Indeed, y reference to the dis- 
patches and letters published last year and 
last spring under a Manila date will show 
the prominent part that he played in com- 
bating the Americans and the resentment 
felt by the latter in connection therewith. 

His presence among the Spanish troops 
was a distinct and gross breach of the laws 


] Of neutrality, even if he had been a mere 


civilian. The fact that he is still connected 
with the German army as an officer of the 
‘reserves makes the matter infinitely worse. 
Yet instead of reprimanding or punishing 
him for this violation of national and in- 
ternational law the Kaiser has just con- 
ferred upon him the so-called nam 
Order in recognition, so it is declared in 
the official gazette, of his “ gallant con- 
duct in the Philippines,“ that is to say, for 
his gallant conduct first of all 22 the 
insurgents and then against the United 
States troops. 
— 


In England under similar circumstances 
a civilian would have been sent to prison 
for several months and fined for the offense 
of bearing arms against a nation with which 
England at the time was on terms of peace 
and friendship, while if the man had in 


army he would have been at once dismissed 
therefrom. But in Germany he is decorated 
precisely in the same way in. which the re- 
serve officers of the German army who held 
commands in the Turkish forces that in- 
vaded Greece were subsequently decorated

I suppose that almost: every one ‘whe has 
ever glanced through the pages of any illus- 
trated history of the war of 1870 between 
Germany and France will recall a spirited 
picture showing a reconnoitering expedition 
of half a dozen officers and troopers of Ger- 
man cavalry pursued by a‘ large force of 
French soldiers and literally fighting their 
way through the enemy. The commanding 
officer of the Germans was Count Zeppelin, 
and the feat thus portrayed was considered 
one of the greatest pieces of pluck and dar- 

‘ing of the entire war, being known to this 
day as the Zeppelin ride.“ For it took 
place a few days only after the declaration 
of war and before the Germans had com-

After the close of the 
Carlist war he did some fighting against the 
insurgents in Cuba, then commanded for a 
time the mounted bodyguard of the Queen 
Regent of Spain, and about five years ago 
became involved in some scrape which re- 
sulted in his being sent off in quasi disgrace 
to the Philippines, whence he has only lately 


returned.

As ait Germany Se just at present engaged 
in celebrating the one hundred and fiftieth 
annive of the birth of the poet Goethe 
it may be worth while recalling that there is 
still in the land of the living a Prince who 
not only knew Goethe intimately, but whose 
education may be said to have peen planned, 
supervised, and directed by the great Ger- 
man poet. This Prince is no other than the 
aged Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, the 
brother of old Empress Augusta of Germany, 
and consequently the brother-in-law of old 
Emperor William. Some of Goethe's most 
delicate verses are dedicated to him, and that 
Goethe did his duty by the young Prince 
both conscientiously and well is demonstrat- 
ed by the fact that even to this day the 
Grand Duke passes for the most accom- 
plished of German Princes, while Weimar 


Germany. 
The Grand Duke was devoted N the late 


ways that he does not like his grand- nephew, 
the present Kaiser. ndeed, he was too in- 
timately associated with the late Prince 
Bismarck, and too dear a friend of the latter, 
not to resent the treatment to which the ex- 
Chancellor was subjected. The two old.

railroad station at Friederichsruhe the oc-

His eldest grandson, who was at one time 
looked upon as destined to become the hus- 
‘band of the young Queen of Holland, has 
just become affianced to the Princess Pauline 
of Oldenberg. This match merits more at- 
tention than it has received owing to the cir- 
cumstance that as long as Queen Wilhelmina 
of Holland remains unmarried and without 
children it is her cousin, this young Prince 
of Saxe-Weimar, who, besides being heir 
to his grandfather’s Grand Duchy of Saxe-

Oldenberg, whose engagement to the heredi- 
tary Prince of Saxe-Weimar has just been

The ward winance committees named by 
Acting Mayor Walker to aid in raising funds 
for the fall festival met in the Council 
chamber at 3 p. m. yesterday and discussed 
plans for their work. The committees were 
called to order by Alderman Maypole, who 
explained the purpose of the auxilary com- 
mitte which he said was to help make 
the — 2 a success which would be a 
credit to the city. 

Charles Truax, chairman of the General 
committee, was introduced by Alderman 
Maypole and said; The Festival associa- 
tion is most desirous of making the coming 
celebration the grandest ever held in Chi- 
cago. To do this we must have sufficient 
funds and desire that residents all over the 
city shall have a chance to subscribe. The 
association has prepared subscription blanks 
to be distributed in every ward. As far as 
possible the amounts given by the three 


sections of the city will be apportioned to 


benefit their respective localities.“ 

Some of the Aldermen presem e 
doubts whether the proposed plan is the best 
method to be pursued in raising the needed 
funds. Alderman Cullerton said: ~ 

„I have not the face to take these blanks 
through my ward and ask small merchants 
and laboring people to subscribe. This fes- 
tival scheme has my support, but I say let 
the big firms increase their subscriptions.”’ 


Protest of South Chicago. 

South Chicago merchants oppose the prop- 
osition that the Thirty-third Ward should 
give $1,000 towards defraying the expenses 
of the fall festival. As a counter attraction 
a street fair is being urged to bring crowds 
to South Chicago, and to express resent- 
ment at the small share the ward receives in 
the distribution of civic benefits.

Likely to Improve the Rivers.

dition.of both streams, to say nothing of the
